Indications  are  that  many  of  the  Coxes  3.isted  in  N.Y.C* direct¬ 
ories  as  late  as  1850  were  descendants  of  the  brothers  John, Sr. and  Win 
Trinity  Church  records  indicate  there  also  was  a  brother 
THOMAS, probably  the  Thos.Cox  who  m. Hannah  Chappell, Oct .18,1764. 

There  also  may  have  been  a  brother  JOSEPH,  and  a  sister, 

■CATHERINE,  but  as  yet  (1951)  this  is  not  definitely  established. 

The  coat  of  arms  reproduced  in  this  volume  has  been  traced  by 
the  College  of  Arms , London , Eng . , to  a  family  named  Smith, of  Bedford. 

No  pedigree  of  the  Smith  family  is  recorded  .there ..however. 
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The  above  inscriptions  are  written  on  the  fly  .  eaves  of  some  old  boohs  which 
belonged  to  John  Cos:,  Sr.,  of  Rhinebeck,  Hew  York. 

He  had  sons  named  Thomas,  David  and  Joseph,  but  whether  these  inscriptions  were 
by  them,  or  by  possible  brothers  is  undetermined.
